THE frontier hus returned to the cow countrj". But not witli 
cows. In the slianty towns which have grown up around 
the great I'. S. work-relief project at Fort Peck, Slontana, 
there are neither long-horns nor lariats. Mut there is about 
everything else the West once knew with the exception of 
the two-gun shootings; the bad men of the shanty towns 
are the modern gangster type of gun-waver. The saloons 
are as wide open as the old Bidl's Head ut .Vbilcne. The 
drinks are as raw as they ever were at Uncle Hen Dowell's. 
If the hombres aren't as tough as Billy the Kid they are 



tough enough — particularly on pay day. Even the <lancing 
has the old Cheyenne flavor. These taxi-<lancers with the 
chufTcd and dusty shoes lope around with their fares in 
something half way between the old barroom stem)) and 
the lackadaisical stroll of the college boys at l{oseland. 
They will lope all night for a nickel a number. Pay is 
on the rebate system. The fare buys his lady a five cent 
beer for a tlime. She drinks the l)eer and the management 
refunds the nickel. If she can hold sixty beers she makes 
three dollars — and frequently she does.

FRANKLIN ROOSEVELT HAS A WILD WEST 



AND you are looking at it iti tlie pliotographs on these nine pages. 
It is al)oul as wild and about us far west as the Wild West wliieli 
Franklin's eousin Theodore saw in the liiglities. Its shack towns, of 
which you see one ojjposite. are as wide open and as rickety as git- 
iip-and-git or Hell's Delight. The only real difference is that Theo- 
dore's frontier was the natural result of llie dreat Trek to the Pacific, 
whereas Franklin's i.s the natural result of *1 lO.OOO.OOO. 

The $1 KMXMI.OOO is being spent on a work-relief |)roject in North- 
eastern Montana. The project is an earthen iluni — the world's largest 
— i.OOO miles up the Missouri from St. I.ouis. The dam is intended 
to give work to Montana's unemployed and incidentally to promote 
the carriage of commerce on the Missouri. Whether or not it will 
jiromote the carriage of commerce is a question, hut as a work maker 
it is a spectacular success. It has paid wages to as many as 10,000 
veterans, parched farmers and plain uneniploye<i parents at a time. 

That it has also provided extracurricular work for a .shack-town 
population of l>arkeci)s, quack <loctors, hash dispensers, radio me- 
chanics, filling station operators anil light-roving ladies is ])artly the 
army's fault, .^rmy engineers, loaded with a i>rojcct they didn't want 
and hadn't recommended, resolved to put it through on a strictly 
business basis. They built a decent town for their workers called 
Fort l'e<'k City, fully equipped with dormilories, hospital, sanitary 
equipment, etc., but they provided quarters only for the workers 
— not for all their fiirnilies. For those (piarters they charged rents 
which left the married worker without enough margin to supi)ort a 
second home for his family somewhere else. < 'onscc(uently, to keep 
his family housed and to <lig himself in for the winter freeze, the 
married worker and his friends moveti a few miles olF the reservation 
and built the shanty towns you see here. 

There are six of them, short on sanitation, long on bars and only 
restrained by the kind of law you see at the top of this page. Wheeler, 
Montana, has .'i,.")0() inhabitants and ('>■> small businesses of one kind 
or another — mostly another. .V second is hopefully name<l New Deal. 
A third is Delano Heights. .\ few miles away are Square Deal. Park 
Grove anil Wilson. The Red Light suburb is Happy Hollow. Mar- 
garet liourke-White's pictures enable you to observe at dose range 
the labors and diversions of their inhabitants.

In San Francisco dwell 12,000 of the 75,000 Chinese in the U. S. In its China- 
town is the only Catholic parochial school for Chinese children in the U. S. 
Outside, St. Mary's school i.s gloomy with stone; inside, bright with crucifixes, 
oriental silks and pearl-beaded headgear. Here 400 Chinese boys and girls, 
Americans of the second and third generation, learn to say very instead of 
veUy, to distinguish he from she. Since only Chinese may be spoken in most 
Chinatown homes, these young.sters start with a bare smattering of English 
and almost no knowledge of the land in which they were bom. A third of 
them are ('atliolics when they enter kindergarten. By the time they reach the 
eighth gnule another third have been converted. Slant-eyed and shy, for five 
hours a day, nine years of their lives, they read, pray, sing, and play in the 
U. S. manner under the tutelage of nine black-clad nuns of the St. Joseph 
Order. But when the 3 o'clock l>ell clangs the en<l of .school, home they skip to 
Chinatown to lap.se again into the speech of their anc-e.stors.

At $4,000 a year his 
duties will be to mingle with undergraduates, 
ramble over Wisconsin farmland for pictures 
and occa-sionally drop remarks about the Ap- 
preciation of Art lo students. 

Wisconsin's apparent object Ls to steal Curry 
from his native Kansas, which has notably 
failc<l to buy his pictures, (lurry's father, a stock- 
man in the hamlet of Dunavant, shocked the 
neighbors by taking his honeymoon in Europe 
(see K.VTH ER & MOTH ER on opposite page). 
His mother early told Son .lohn almut the 
wonderful Rubens paintings she ha<i seen in 
London's National Gallery. Hut when John l>e- 
gan drawing on his slate in arithmetic cla.ss, he 
put down what he knew — crowing cocks and 
cackling chickens. Says he today: "Pictures 
are foolishness when you can have reality." 



The Greatest Painter K ansas has produced, 

John Steuart Curry, has long resente<l his 
State's failure to appreciate him, its criticisms 
of his Kansas pictures. His canvases were once 
available to Kansans at $15 apiece. Now his 
agents, Manhattan's Walker Galleries, ask over 
$1,000 a picture. Currys hang in New York's 
Metropolitan and Whitney Museums, Michi- 
gan's Hackley Art Gallery. 

When ('urry attended the Kansas City .\rt 
Institute in l!)l(i, his fellow-students laughed 
at his pictures and his 75c paint box. He went 
on to the Chicago .Vrl Institute, t(X)k two years 
off to play halfback for Geneva College. He 
failed at magazine illustrating, was supported 
for two years by .\rl Patrons Seward Pros.ser 
and (lertrude V'anderbilt Whitney. Ily the time 
he wa-s on his own (l!)2i)), he was painting real 
pictures. That year he moved to Westport, 
Connecticut, continued to paint Kansas. In 
19,'!1 he went traveling with Ringling Bros, 
circus, painted elephants, trapezists, clowns. 
Westport, learning to appreciate him, commis- 
sioned him to do a double mural for its high 
school. By this year his reputation had grown 
sufficiently substantial for the United States 
Government to take him up as one of its crack 
decorators of New Deal buildings in Washington. 
Big, round-faced and cheerful-looking. Curry 
is actually gloomy and uncertain of himself, 
has repeatedly decided he is no painter at all.

HKLEN HAYES, as Queen Victoria in " \ ic- 
toria Rcgina," has grown old gracefully some 
300 limes Ijefore some 330,000 paying custom- 
ers. Since its Deccmlwr 1935 o|)eiiing the play 
lias taken in nearly $1,000,000 (of which 
.1!101),000 has gone to Miss Hayes). It has burned 
more than 1000 candles in its first scene and has 
consumed untold gallons of whipi)e<l cream in 
Prince Albert's shaving scene (see oppmile 
l><iqe). Sometime this winter Miss Hayes & Co. 
will leave New ^'ork for a year's coast-to-coast 
tour, perhaps go on to visit foreign shores. 

Victoria came to the throne a queen in 1837 
anil died an empress in 1901. Shown alK)VC 
is the play's last scene — that great moment 
in British Imperial history when, aged 78, 
Victoria Regina et Imperatrix celebrated her 



Diamond Jubilee. Around her stand her royal 
relations, including four grandrhildrcn — future 
kings and (pieeiis-to-be. Outside, the crowds 
cheer and weep. 

Helen Hayes is now hailed by Noel Coward 
and many others as "the greatest living 
actress." ISehind her lies a long road strewn 
with memorable successes, beginning with Dear 
Brutus ill 1919 and including Bab, What Eienj 
Wiiman Knmia, Cixiiietle and Mtiri/ of ScollunJ. 
Simultaneously she was making her mark im 
the screen (The Sin of Madelon Ctaudef) ami in 
radio (The Sen- Penny). The story of her 
private life is as plain and happy as .she is plain 
and great. She had a mother to fa.shion her 
childhood. She met her man. She had her 
child.

STATESMEN of 21 nations of the Western 
Ileniispliere will sit down on Dec. I in 
Uuenos Aires in Argentina, at the Pun- 
American f'onfcrence to talk over llie great 
itlea of an Ail-American Lcagne of Nations. 
Of the 21 nations, liiggest antl perhaps poten- 
tially richest is, not the U.S.A., but the 
L'nile<l States of Drazil. 

Brazil, on whose vast plateau several hun- 
ilrol niilliuii people could live in plenty, is 
called l)y scientists the most valuable piece of 
jjroperly owne<l by a European race. Brazil 
is also called "a colos.sal human failure." 
Brazilians are charnn'ng people but are in- 
curably lazy. The original Portuguese con- 
quistadors did not bring their wives, married 
Indian aborigines, and their descendants adde<l 
I he blood of Negro slaves to the strain. The 
mixture did not work. 

LIFE 
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Brazil once prodiipcd iiki-^I of I lie woi lil s 
sugar and riiWicr. It lost l>i)'li these luisinesses 
by sheer laziness to more energelic races. In- 
stead of dcvelo])ing tlieir vast, rich liinlerland, 
Brazilians huddle along the coast, farming 
only one twenty-fifth of Brazil's good land. 
Only big cash crof) is colfce, grown by white 
men on the temperate southern plateau of 
Sao Paulo. 

The wealth of Brazil liiiiiiels into Kio dc 
Janeiro, to make it one of the world's greatest 
pleusure-cilies. Most of the panorama above 
.shows Rio's old, aristocratic ipiarter. Rio's 
citizens, who call them.selves Ciriocans, spend 
most of their time left of Ihc panorama, where 
are the shops and offices, the illegal red-light 
district, the Archbishop's and President's 
Palaces.
